Receipt for Tumatne Figs,—Pour boiling 


water ^ovcr tho tomatoes, in order to remove 
tho skin; then ptnco them in a stone jar, 
with as much sugar ns you have tomatoes, nnd 
let thcm'stand two days; then pour ofT-tho 
syrup, nnd boil and skim it until no scum rise.*. 
Then pour it over tho tomatoes, and-let them 
Btntid two days as before; then boil and skim 
nurvin. After the third time they are fit to dry 
if tho weather is uood; if nut, let them'stand 
in tho syrup until drying weather. Then 
place on largo earthen plates .or dishes, and 
put them in tho sun to dry,', which will take 
about n week, after which p.ick them down 
in small wooden 'boxes, with fine white 
Btigar between'every layer. Tomatoes pre- 
pared in this manner will keep for years'.

llnstingg, in advocacy and defence, of the 
principles and working of that law. His ar 
gum'cnt was able' and eloquent. IIo held his 
audience in fixed-attention fur nearly thrci. 
hour;, and carried with him the conviction; 
of every man, nnd every woman in the house 
I say ovory woman,—for in this groat mora 
reform, woman has exerted a most inlluontia 
ngeney, and wo know of no woman who op 
poses the Maine Law.. AVith her, wo-hardly 
need argument, for her intuitive perceptions 
of what is true and right, precede all argu- 
ment, and we everywhere find the whole sex 
firm advocates of the law. 


The luuturer commenced hid address by 


giving us tho testimony of several of our oblcs 
statesmen in favor of the law, commending its 
provisions as among the greatest inventions 
of modern times, to be ranked, in their bone 
ficial cllocls upon mankind, with tho art o 
printing and tho discovery ,of the mariner's 
compass. The Hon. Gentleman then showed 
by an induction of facts, that Iho Maine Law 
could bo, and actually was, enforced nil over 
the State, and that its beneficial oflects were 
everywhere soon in tho diminution, or entire 
suppression of crime, of pauperism, of street 
rows, and nil the-disorders and untold evils 
which (low from tho trafliek in intoxicating 
drinks.

IIo then showed that if the law was en- 


forced in Maine, n liinilar law could bo en- 
forced in Wisconsin. 
This (lilUcultics to 


mot, 
and tho opposition to bo overcome, in 


enforcing tho law in Maine, were much great- 
er and more formidable than they would bu 
in Wisconsin. 
Tliid position was fully BUS- 


.taincd by a contrast of the dilliculties in thi 
two States. In fact, tho speaker loft II!H au 
dicnco no ,100111 to doubt, that, should our 
present Legislature enact a Liquor Law like 
that of Maine, it would bo executed in all 
parts of tho State, our largest towns and cities 
not cxcoplotl. 


Tho Hon. Gentleman tliati .took up sovoral 


objections, frequently urged against the Maine 
Law—that it was. unconstitutional, it inter- 
fered with individual rights, authorized thu 
destruction of private property, &o. These 
objections wore most triumphantly refuted, 
and the law shown to be, in ull ita provisions, 
just nnd equitable, interfering with no man'i 
rights, but cininontly adapted to accomplish 
its design—the annihilation of tho tradio in 
intoxicating drinks, and tho protection of tho 
community against tho ravages of iutemper 
nnce. 


Wo have seldom, listened, to n-leclura so 


able, so timely, BO full of interesting facts and 
great principles, and so convincing in its ar- 
gument. .It was, in fact,Ianrarj;umcntative 
appeal to 'tbo understandings and common 
dutiso of our citizens, and if in any minds 
'doubts remained of tho Justice, importance, 
or expediency of-the Maine Law, they wero 
swept away.
